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SAN FRANCISCO’S TELEPHONE RATE WAR 

The fighe against the raise in telephone rates in 
San Francisco has been watched with a great deal of inter- 
est by the various residents on the Peninsula and it is cer- 
tain that the outcome will be anxiously awaited. 

TheTelephone Company like any other public 
service company does not fix its rates. After making a 
study of cost of maintenance, invsetment, etc., the com- 
pany makes its rate which is submitted to the Railroad 
Commission. The engineers of the commission then go 
out and make their own survey and figures and if they find 
that the rate only covers the cost of operation and a fair 
margin of profit to the company the rate it approved and 
goes into effect. 

It seems to be a hobby with the public to look for 
a public service corporation to rob it. If there is a change 
in rate proposed the first thing that is down is to form a 
club or number of clubs to fight the increase. Attorneys 
are hired, and attorneys do not work for nothing, far from 
it, and the matter is taken up in a way that makes it cost 
those interested a pile of money. If the matter were left 
to the Railroad Commission .to settle the money spent by 
the public for lawyers would pay the increase asked fo1 
for years to come.

African Prickly Pear 
Has Its Good Points 


The prickly pear is said to be so 
tenacious of life that a leaf or even a 
small portion of a leaf, if thrown on 
the ground, strikes out roots within a 
short time and becomes the parent of 
a fast-growing plant, 

Mischievous though the African 
prickly pear may be, it is not without 
its good qualities. Its juicy fruit, 
though rather deficient in flavor, is 
delightfully cool and refreshing in the 
dry heat of summer, and a kind of 
treacle is made from it, 

Great caution is necessary in peel- 
ing this curious fruit, the proper way 
being to impale the fruit on a fork 
or stick while one cuts it open and 
removes the skin. The person who 
undertakes to pluck this treacherous 
fruit with unguarded fingers meets 
with an experience he does not soon 
forget. Concentrated essence of sting- 
ing nettle seems all at once to assail 
hands, lips and tongue, and the skin 
wherever it comes in contact with the 
ill-natured fruit, is covered with a 
group of minute bristly hairs, appar- 
ently growing from it, and venomous 
and irritating to the last degree. 

In dry weather these spiteful little 
stings do not even wait for the newly 
arrived victim, but fly about, light as 
thistle-down, ready to settle on any- 
one -vho has not learned by experience 
to give the prickly-pear a wide berth.

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First “Topical Song” 
Sung by Frenchman 


What purports to have been the 
centennial of American vaudeville was 
celebrated recently, and although 
much was said about the origin of 
this form of amusement, Olivier, “the 
fuller,” a Frenchman, was left out of 
the picture. When Olivier was born. 
nobody knows, bus in 1418 his boom- 
ing voice went to the choir celestial 
on the cherubim circuit. Olivier was 
a poet as well as a fuller, and com- 
posed songs which he sang at his 
work. His songs were just frivol, yet 
they caught the public fancy. They 
were filled with hits on the foibles of 
the day, topical songs we would call 
them now. These then new lyrics, 
named in derision from the hamlet 
where Olivier lived in the valley of 
the River Vire, in Normandy, were 
called Valdevires, or Vauxdevires, and 
later Vaudevilles. Just as one might 
say today, sing us a Hicksville ballad, 
so fastidious Paris branded the songs 
of Olivier Basselin, as of lowly pro- 
vincial origin. Yet for 500 years the 
name has stuck, and is now consid- 
ered more elegant than the American 
term, “variety.”—John Walker Har- 
rington, in the Smokers Companion 
Magazine, 


French Dandies First 
to Sport the Cravat 


One of the few words of Slavonic 
origin that does not retain its exotic 
flavor is cravat. The linen scarfs 
worn around their necks by Croatian 
merchants captivated the fancy of the 
fashionable French, who adopted the 
French word for Croatian to desig- 
nate this kind of neckwear. Thus 
“croate”’ became ‘crovate” or “cra- 
vate.” from whence our word “cravat.” 

The word was adopted in France in 
1686 and appears in English about 
1700. Its synonym, necktie, is of later 
origin, its first use as cited by the Ox- 
ford dictionary being 1838, 

Cravats when first introduced were 
not exclusively an article of men’s ap- 
parel, but some, which were lace 
edged and tied in a bow with flowing 
ends, were worn by women. “Cravat- 
ted” as a verb and “cravateer” ap- 
plied to one who ties a cravat, al- 
though now practically obsolete, were 
at one time frequently used. Thacke- 
ray in “Vanity Fair” speaks of a 
young man being “handsomely cra- 
vatted.” 


Nature Works Backward 


The following is an interesting in- 
stance of a reversal of the ordinary 
course of nature which cost an Eng- 
lish market gardener dear: 

Watercress is eagerly devoured by 
eaddis-worms, and caddis-worms are 
a faverite food of trout. The trout, 
in turn, have a voracious enemy in 
herons, which ordinarily catch the 
fish after they have grown fat on cad- 
dis-worms. Now, in the case referred 
to, it happened that a large grower of 
watercress had three-quarters ef his 
crop ruined by the ravages of caddis- 
worms. On investigation it was found 
that the trout, which ordinarily pro 
tected the plants from the worms 
had been devoured, ahead of time, 
so to speak, by a flock of hungry 
herons which, in thus reversing the 
course of events, had brought disas- 
ter to the owner of the watercress, 


No Wolf in Police Dog 


German police dogs are German 
shepherd dogs police-trained. The 
history of the German shepherd dog 
breed dates far back into antiquity. 
In the opinion of Max von Stephenitz, 
a noted authority, it is a descendant 
of the Bronze age dog. This theory 
refutes the more or less popular 
present-day idea that* the wolf has 
been largely instrumental in the de- 
velopment of the breed, and is in line 
with the beliefs of other authorities 
who consider it very doubtful that 
wolf outcresses were ever made with 
the German shepherd dog, and that if 
such were the case the relationship is 
remote and of minor importance,
